2. According to a report dated 6 V.ay 19^9 » it was the 
opinion of a usually reliable source that Subject was in contact 
with the German Intelligence Service under the Nszi regime, 
during the early stages of the German campaign in Galhcla. 

A both^ ourcc stated that he made the acquaintance 

of Subject In 1939. Subject, who then need the alias of Fnu WERNER, 
was attached to a German armored division, and wore civilian clothes, 
v ls% So u r b e- : bo lie ve d that Subject was primarily Interested In the 

political and Ideological aide of the Ukrainian Liberation Vovement,

According to Source, Subject told Source on 
l June 195,7 that Fritr HELLWI^ had told Subject to sever all ties 
with the West Ge rman Intelligence Service or be dismissed from 
the Deutsche© Industrie Inst it tit. Subject th on told K ELL W IG tiia t . 
he had had no connections with the. V,cst Gcrmaa Intelligence Service 
since 1954 or 1955. It was the op in ion of Source, that Subject would 
never be free from his intelligence ties,
